The Murderer of Mrs. 
Hanged This Morning.

The Culprit Cool and Collected Under 
the Gallows. 


Vain Endeavor of the Victim’s Husband 
to Witness the Execution.

NEW YORK, July 16.—Chastine Cox was 
hanged this morning for the murder of Mrs. 
Jane L. De Forrest Hull the night of June 11, 
a year ago. He passed in slumber his last 
night on earth. At times he was restless, but 


one of the official watchers’ said 
that he was as quiet as if in his 
mother’s arms. One reporter says 


he screamed out in his sleep, Don't! I 
didn’t do it! Oh, mother! mother!” No 
other person present seems to have caught 
the sounds. Cox is spoken of as having 
plenty of nerve to the last.“ While standing 
UNDER THE GALLOWS 
with the noose about his neck Cox listened 
witb firmness toa very long prayer, which 
was brought to a close by the whispered sug- 
gestion from the Sheriffto the minister that 
it might not bé prudent to subject the un- 
fortunate man to too greata strain. 
THE DROP. 

Simultaneous with the stoppage of prayer 
the Sheriff drew forth a white handkerchief, 
the prearranged signal, the rope holdinga 
beavy weight was cut, and the weigit falling, 
Cox was suddenly dangling inthe air with 
his neck broken and spinal cord torn. 

. INCIDENTS. 

Dr. Hull, husband of the murdered woman, 
endeavored to get two passes to the Tombs 
that he might witness the execution, but all 
bad been distributed when he called at the 
Sheriffs office. Police Captain Williams, 
who had nearly succeeded in procuring 
evidence enough to convict Dr. Hull of the 
murder, was present. Cox informed his 
counsel that he was no murderer, and it was 
a hard way to die, but it was law, and he had 
no one to blame. 

A TERRIFED CULPRIT. 1 

Balbo, the Italian under sentence of death, 
presents a striking contrast in his behavior 


to Chastine Cox, the negro. He act- 
ed like 4 frightened man all 
day yesterday, and as soon as 


and covered his head with blankets. He told 
bis counsel he should remain in bed until the 
execution of Cox Was over. 


Another Account. 

NEW YORK, July 16.—Chastine Cox, con- 
victed of the murder of Mrs. Hull, was hang- 
ed this morning in the jail yard of the Tombs 
in the presence of about 200 persons. At 8:37 
the noose around the neck of Cox was at- 
tached to a pendent rope and he 
was at once jerked into the air. After 
hanging sixteen minutes Cox was pronounced 
dead. Cox was attended to the scaffold by 
three colored and one white clergyman. Cox 
was cool and collected. He joined earnestly 
in the devotions in the cell ani, on the 
way to the gallows, sang a hymn in 
an undertone. When under the noose Chap- 
lain Law prayed for some time fervently, 
Cox moving his lips in prayer. He made no 
audible remarks en the scaffold. When jer - 
ed into the air there was no re- 
bound. His muscles twitched sftightly. 
His bands were convulsively raised and his 
body swung gently. Nine minutes afterwards 
his chest heaved once or twice, then all was 
still. Seven minutes later Cex was 
pronounced dead. An inquest was held 
and the body was removed to an undertaker’s. 
The funeral will take place Sunday from the 
Fifteenth Street Colored Methodist Church.

THE BATTLING BEGUN. 
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The Albanian Leaders Precipitate War 
Against Montenegro. 


Front and Rear Attacks on the 
Hostile Forces. 


The Clans Rapidly Gathering, and a 
Fierce Struggle Impendiag 
—Foreign Notes. 


Turkey. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, July 16.— The Catholic 
priests refused to sing a Te Deum in honor 
of France Wednesday. The Greek clergy 
thereupon celebrated the occasion and the 
Greek residents made a demonstration in 
honor of France. ~- 

THE WAR BEGUN. 

SCUTARI, July 16.—The Albahian leaders 
secretly decided to take the offensive some 
days ago. Sunday night last seventy clans- 
men were sent by a circuitous route to fall on 
the rearof the Montenegrin postillon near 
Goloubusche. At 2 o’clock Monday morning 
they surprised a picket of sixteen Montene- 
grins, only six of whom escaped, 
andthey badly wounded. A simultaneous 
attack was made on the Montenegrin front. 
Seventy clansmen returned tocamp with 13 
Montenegrins’ heads and about 20 rifles and 
ammunition cases. A mountaineer just ar- 
rived reports a renewal of the attack at Ble- 
menti, near Divosi. He says 28 Montenegrin 
heads, three of them officers, were brought 
in. Cannon firing is heard here this evening. 
The Albanian clans are hurrying to 
the front. The committee here has tele- 
graphed to the powerful Dibra tribe for five 
thousand men. The League is undergoing 
important development. The committee at 
Prizerend bas summoned a great council of 
the Albanian Nation to meet there and con- 
cert measures for the future. The Turkish 
Government here continnes to support the 
Leaguers, and Hodobeg, the Albanian com- 
mander-in-chief, continues to receive pay as 
Turkish officer. The attack causes great ex- 
citement. The Prince of Montenegro can 
scarcely retain his warriors pending his ap- 
peal to Europe.

The wheat market on Change was active 
and excited this morning. To-day was set- 
tling day of the first half of July and the 
„corner“ was bent on rushisg up the price of 
wheat so as to make a lucky ‘‘squeeze’’ out of 
the unfortunate shorts.“ Sometimes it was 
a veritable Babel of voices andthe hullabaloo 
grew more and more noisy as the shouts of 
“longs” and “shorts’’ became more and 
more excited in the endeavor to bull or bear 
the market. Yesterday’s quotations for 


wheat ranged from $1 01 1-2 to $1 025-8, but 
this morning the corner“ was on the alert 
und wheat went booming. At the opening 
the price Was rushed upto $1 07 1-2, where 
tri msinea for some time, the ‘‘vorner’’ 
allantly keeping up the fight. Five cents, 
Never. was too bold a jump. The “‘shorts’’ 
sere exasperated and at first routed. The 
‘longs’? had played the game a little. too boldly 
nd the **sborts,’? aware of the weakness of 
he porition, returned to the assault. 
t was a ratt ing, exciting contest, 
ut the ‘‘longs” had to give way and the 
“shorts” came out Victorious. They brought 
be figures down to $1.05 aud there was a live:y 
bulition at the victory. Again they went at 
it and finally the quotation sank to $1.03. The 
‘Jongs”? now made a determined stand and the 
**shorts’’? were stopped. But they were sate 
istied with whatthey had accomplished. An- 
other tentative attempt at bearing was made 
and $1.02 given as the purchase figure.but that.

THE ELEVATORS, 

Yesterday and to-dav there prevailed a lit- 
tle grumbling in the wheat corner because the 
wheat was not delivered quickly enough from 
the elevators, or more particularly from the 
East St. Louis elevator. The elevator men, 
however, do not seem to deserve blame. The 
extraordinary receipts of wheat at this mar- 
ket during the week nas caused a great deal 
of attention, not only among the merchants of 
St. Louis, but other places. The receipts 
here were never so large as theyare now. 
Yesterday, for instance, 204,000 bushels and 
to-day 237,500 bushels came in. To show that 
the movement of wheat is extraordinary it is. 
only neceseary to refer to a single firm in this 
city whicb thought 1t bad a sufficient number 
of sacks on hand to supply its customers at 
the beginning of the season; but they soon 
had to buy 10,000 more sacks, which was 
quickly followed by a second and third pur- 
chese ofanequal number. Altogether this 
season they have bought 60,000 sacks. 
And yet, although, ef course, the great 
portion of wheat received ia in bulk, there is a 
large increase in the quantity received in 
sacks. Last Monday 48, 000 sacks arrived here 
and 47,000 to-day. Of course the immense 
rush of the arrivals of wheat created a great. 
demand on the elevators. A large amount of 
the wheat comes from Illinois, and the rail- 
roads on the other side of the river are ssid to 
be unable to handle it and the elevator is 
completely overslaughed. The reason of this 
sudden movement is the Weather. During 
the pasttwo or three weeks the weather 
has been 80 rainy and wet that 
the farmers could not movethe wheat. Now 
‘hat the weather has nged there is a great 
rush of ay 2 2 
selling day for the first half of July, there was 
also a grand h of purchasers to have the 
wheat delivered from the elevators before 
noon to-day. The elevators on the east side 
were thus completely overtaxed. On the one 
band extraordinary arrivals and on the other 
gr-at demand for delivery.

Pulllng Bravely Through, However, and Con- 
fident of Holding Out- More Letters 
from Mr. Train and Others.

Dr. Tanner’s watchers yesterday morning 
were alittle alarmed at the appearance of 
their ward. He looked as if he had under- 

one a great change since the previous day. 
Hie was baggard, nervous, and, at tbe sam- 
time, dull. Throughout the day he showed 
little disposition te converse, and, in fact, h 
seemed to be annoyed by the presence of visit- 
ors. The doctors began to talk of restora- 
tives aud different ways of treating persons iu 
collapse. A galvanic battery stood on th: 
table near by, the physicianin charge had 
hypodermic syringe in his pocket, and it wa- 
known that milk and brandy could be had oa 
short notice. 

However, they did not expect the faster to 
go into collapse without first showing some 
detinite yremonitory symptoms, and they rest- 
ed easy, save that alittle closer watch than 
usual was kept as to temperature, pulse, etc. 
The physicians are now as nearly agreed as it 
is possible for physicians to agree that the fast- 
ing man can not pass another Sunday without 
taking nourishment. They also are of the 
opinion that the man has really endured in 
these sixteen days as much as would be equal 
to fasting nearly twice that length of time, 
provided the circumstances were all a3 favor- 
able as it was possibie to make them. 

Dr. Tanner did not pass Monday night very 
comfortably. The watchers whocame on at 
midnight found him sleeping soundly; but 
four minutes later he sat up in bed and fan- 
ned himself with the sheet for a few minutes. 
At 12:47 he asked for a small piece of ice. He 
took it, held itin his mouth until it melted, 
and then ejected the water. At that time he 
was feverish, and when he lay down again he 
was, at his request, covered with the rubber 
blanket. At 12:55 he took another small piece 
of ice, and after ejecting the melted liquid 
lay down and went to sleep. He was still fev- 
erish. At 1 o’clock he asked for a 
sponge, with which he bathed his head, face 
and feet. A quarter of an hour later he arose 
and asked one of the attendants to trv and 
catch some rain water for bathing purposes. 
It had been raining very hard for a long 
time. Hethenrestedfor twenty minutes, 
faster which he exchanged the rubber blanket 
for two woolen ones. ‘hen he fell asleep. 
and was quiet for about two hours. At 3:25 
a.m. be awoke and called for another piece 
of ice. After melting it in his mouth 
and ejecting the water, he _ reclined 
again, taking painsto keep his feet uncover- 
ed by projecting them from under the oov- 
ers. After about ten minntes spent in a vain 
attempt to quiet himself for another sleep, he 
asked for more ice. In expelling the water 
he raised wind from the stomach,which seem- 
ed to give him some pain. The rain water he 
had asked for was now brought up, and the 
faster bathed himself withit. This seemed 
to refresh his body and soothe his imagina- 
tion. At any rate he went to sleep, and rest- 
ed till 6:20, when he awoke saying 
he felt much better. He then melted 
another piece of ice in bis mouth. 
At that time his temperature was 97 1-2 
and bis pulse was 98 per minute. At 7:30 
o’ciock be asked for his clothes, but after 
only partly dressing himself he lay down on 
his cot and rested till 8:25, When he got up, 
finished his toilet, took a piece of ice, and sat 
down to read the morning papers. About an 
hour and a half later Mr. Edwin A. Booth 
began to play selections from **Pinafore’’ on 
the piano, aud kept up the music for twenty 
minutes, to Dr. Tanner’s great satisfaction. 
Meanwhile the faster used water or ice at in- 
tervals of about fifteen minutes. After the 
music he slept for haif an hour. 

At 10 o’clock a beautiful bouquet was left 
for Dr. Tanner by Miss Logan. It was ex- 
amined by the watchers on duty and present- 
ed to tbe faster as soon as he awoke, which 
Was at 10:15. Ile took another sponge bath, 
rinsed bis mouth several times, and at 11:05, a 
photograpber having called totake negatives 
of the Dc ctor’s face, he left the gallery and 
weut to a front room, where there was suf- 
ficient ligbt for photographing. Three sittings 
in different posilions were taken, and by the 
time it was over the faster was tired out. 
Before ascending the stairs tothe south gal- 
lery br. ‘Tanner went within the 
, in the middle of the 
large hall and rested for a few 
minutes. He then went up to the gallery, lay 
down on his cot, and requested an attendant 
to draw off bis shoes and stockings. He then 
bathed his feet in cold water, and at 12:45 p. 
m. he dropped asleep holding Miss Logan’s 
bouquetin his band. A good breeze was 
blowing in through the window, andthe 
Doctor slept soundiy. At 12:55 the bouquet 
dropped from his hand. A quarter of an 
hour later he was awake, and from 1:10 to 
1:30 p.m. he was entertained with music. 
At 20’clock he was sound asleep on his cot, 
lying with his face toward the open window, 
a position which he maintained for the great- 
er part of the day. 

About 2 1-2 p. m. a barber called for the 
purpose of shaving the faster. Dr. Tanner 
was then on bis cot in the gallery. When he 
saw the barber he said, in a rather peevish 
manner, that he didn’t want to be shaved. A 
few minutes later he got up and went down 
stairs to the body of the hall. There he lay 
on his cot for a few minutes more, and then 
calling for the barber, who was still in che 
building, said he was ready to be shaved. 

At 2:55 he returned to bis cot in the gallery 
again, and, lying partly on his face and partly 
on his left side, rested till3:40 p. m., when he 
called for water. He then announced 
his intention to drink ten ounces of ice water 
between that time and 4:15 o’clock. He did 
so, and after he swallowed the last ounce he 
said he feit better. ; 

How do you feel, generally?’’ asked Dr. 
Wark, who was on duty as a watcher. 

**Don’t you be alarmed about me,“ replied 
the faster. I know how this thing is going, 
and I shall come out of it all right.“ 

Just after Dr. Tanner had drunk the water 
Mies Pearl Eytinge, the actress, called and 
had a chat withthe faster. Dr. Tanner got 
up, ard, accompanied by Miss Eytinge and 
the watcher, went down stairs, crossed the 
hall, and sat down for afew moments in the 
ante-room. Fsom there the Dector went into 
the main ball again, walked briskly around it 
once, and then trotted up stairs to his cot. 

During the early part of the afternoon Dr. 
Gunn bad sent word thst a carriage would be 
at Clarendon Hall at 6:30 p. m. to take Dr. 
Tanner out riding. Dr. Tanner rested quiet- 
ly on his cot until shortly after 6 o’clock,when 
he got up and sat on the side of his cot. He 
sponged and wiped his head and face and 
rinsed his mouth several times with ice-wa- 
ter. At6:30 o’clock it was announcea that 
the carriage was at the door. Dr. Tanner 
raised his right bana, in which he held a fold- 
ed, dampened towel. Dashing the towel to 
the floor, he sprang up as if he had just heard 
the best news he had ever got in his life. 
Where's my hat?’’ he exciaimed. Then, 
before his hat bad been brought, he 
trotted down the gallery stairs. 
At the head of the stairs 
leading down to the street his hat was hand- 
ed bim. Has anybody gota cane to lend?’ 
asked the faster; but, witbout waiting a mo- 
ment, be trotted dowm the two flights of stair:, 
down the front stoop, across the sidewalk, 
and landed on the back seat of the open car- 
lage with a bound. During the few moments 
that elapsed before the carriage started off a 
large crowd of spectators gathered in the 
street and gazed attbefasting man.

made them, “whose body nature is 
and God the soul.“ Lou must 
have faith in God and the angels, and remem- 
ber that all Hfe is from God, and that all matter 
is but the shadow of spirit. I do not take 
any stock in Dr. Bradley or any other of his 
kind. The doctors live onthe ignorance of 
the people, and the increase of knowledge will 
decrease their practice, as it is from barbdar- 
ism, and cannot stand the march of the ages, 
as all that is faise must give way to the true, 
that the truth may make us all free indeed. 
That long looked-for good timefis fast coming 
on, but we must wait a little longer, and eat 
justenoughto act well our part—there the 
bonor lies. Hoping that your fast in the city 
of forty days will do you as much good as that 
of Him who fasted forty days in the wilder- 
ness almost 1900 years ago.

An American Protestant Who Visits the 
Pope and Recounts the Pleasures 
of His Reception. 


[From the Cincinnati Gazette. 


BOSTON, — 14.—The Advertiser has an 
interesting Italian letter from a gentleman of 
standing traveling abroad. It contains the 
foliowing account of a personal interview 
with the Pope: 

In a few minutes we were conducted to a 
very narrow passage into the ante-room of the 
Pope’s private study, where we found several 
Chamberlains in waiting. As we entered my 
companion whispered to me that we were not 
supposed to sit down there. And, indeed, 
there was no necessity, forin a few minutes 
the Bishop and the young girl passed out,and 
the youngest of the Chamberlains beckoned 
ustoenter. A door was opened, a curtain 
lifted, and there, immediately in front of me, 
stood the successor of St. Peter. Knowing 
that I was nat a Catholic, I suppose, and 
wishing to save me all embarrassmeat in re- 
gard to the three genuflexions, and kneeling, 
which ali Cathoiics perform, his Holiness had 
come to meet us to the very door. He saluted 
us with a blessing, and then bade us enter. 
When we did so, and he found that I knew 
Italian, he said he was very glad to see me, 
and thanked my companion for having 
brought me. He said I had found inhima 
very excellent friend, a statement to which 
I very cordially assented. He then said he 
understood I was interested in philosophy, and 
I replied, ‘* Yes, especially that of Aristotle.“ 
This drew from hima very warm eulogium 
of Aristotle, to all of which I most fully 
agreed: but meanwhile Iwas trying to make 
up my mind aboutthe Pope’s personal ap- 
pearance. I had seen, I think | may safely 
say, thousands of portraits of him. I found 
that not one gave any notion of his living pres- 
ence. Leo XIII., it nota handsome man, is 
certainly a very imposing one. He is above 
the middle height, straight, thin, and wiry, 
with something of the ascetic look of Cardi- 
nal Manning, only ina less degree. There is 
a peculiar curve in his eyes and mouth, and 
his nose is very large and prominent. IIis 
manner is thoroughly regal, free, easy, and 
confident. He speaks with great dignity and 
fluency, and with long, almost hexametric 
cadences. He gives the impression of beiag a 
man of tremendous will, coupled with a gen- 
tle, manly prudence. He was dressed, when 
Lsaw bim, in white, without adornment of 
any kind save a number of very large rings on 
his fingers. 

As soon as he had finished his panegvric on 
Aristotle I took occasion to say that I wished 
to thank him for the encyclical restoring the 
philosophy of St. Thomas. This was exactly 
the right chord to touch, and my friend nod- 
ded assent. The Pope, takin e by the arm 
with his left hand and raising his right in the 
air, burst out inte a real flow of enthusiasm. 
„esta mia encyclia,’’ he began, and [ shail 
never forget the satisfaction with which he 
emphasized the mia. I had often heard that 
he was very proud of his encyclical a terni 
patris, but I had no notion that the mention 
of it by a heretic would call forth so much 
eloquence. He spoke for, I should think, ten 
minutes, with real inspiration, of the great 
value of St. Thomas’ philosophy; of its depth, 
unity and conformity to revealed truth; of 
the motives that had induced him to issue his 
encyclical: of the favor with which that doc- 
ument haa been received in all parts of Eu- 
rope, and even in America. and of the good 
he hoped would result from it. 

Then, placing his right hand on my shoul- 
der, he inquired how long I had been in 
Rome, and how much longer I meant to re- 
main. When, in answer to the second ques- 
tion, I said only a few days, he looked at me 
very kindly, and said: But you mean to re- 
turn, surely!“ 

I replied, Very probably.“ 

Then be said: ** Yes, yes, you must return 
inthe autumn and study St. Thomas and 
Aristotle along with my professors and with 
the same aim. You will help them and they 
will help you.“ 

He then went on to say that his great aim 
was to place philosophy on a sound basis and 
to gather around himin Rome a number of 
profound thinkers (Catholics of course) who 
should thoroughly discuss all difficult ques- 
tions, and bring as many of them as possible 
With this view he had 
founded an academy, Thomistic Philosophy, 
which he hoped would beof great service. 
When I told him I had been present at the 
inauguration of that institution, and had lis- 
tened with much pleasure to the speéches of 
his brother, Cardinal Pecci, he seemed great- 
ly pleased, and invited me to attend a philo- 
sophical dispute soon to be held in the library 
of the Vatican, at which he himself intended 
to be present. My companion undertook to 
give me notice of the date. 

After a few questions, mainly of a personal 
nature, he grasped my hand firmly, saying: 
*Vistringo la mano“ (I press your hand), 
gave us ais benediction, and conducted us, 
sll holding my hand, tothe door. My aua- 
ience had lasted something less than half an 
hour. The room in which it took place was a 
small study, comfortably, but by no means 
expensively furnished. Italian rooms are 
never as ours often are—domestic museums. 
A handsome carpet, a few chairs, two arm 
chairs, and an oval table, covered with a red 
cloth, and carrying a crucifix, a few books, 
writing materials; and one or two silver ves- 
sels. possibly recent presents, constituted 
the entire furniture.

THE MAGICAL MARKSMAN.

BERLIN, June 20, 1880.—The well-known 
American marksman, Dr. Willianr F. Carver, 
is exciting much interest here. In Eng- 
land the Prince of Wales and the nobil- 
ity attended his exhibitions. The Prince 
gave him valuable presents, inclu 4 
scarf-pin and a costly belt. In aris 
bis feats were witnessed by thousands. The 
man who could put a rifle ball through the 
center of a silver quarter as if spun through 
the air, and who could break glass balls with 
a bullet almost as fast as aman could hurl 
them at him, was one to please the Parisians. 
The men praised him, and the women, at- 
tracted by the romance.of his early life among 
the Indians and by his manliness and modes- 
ty. showered him with attentions. Pictures 
representing him in hunting costume were sold 
every where, and while he remained in Paris 
he was all the rage. 

In Germany he has been received with even 
greater favor. Honors have been heaped up- 
on him on all sides, royalty itself coming for- 
ward to do homage to his skill. After Dr. 
Carver had won all the leading prizes in sev- 
eral contests, and had given exhibitions of 
rifle shooting on foot and horseback, and had 
sbown his skill with the lasso, the Emperor 
William asked him to give an exhibition be- 
forethe court. Hedid so on Sunday, June 
13. The imperial family and many of tne no- 
bility were present. The programmes were 
printed on white satin a foot long and 
six inches wide. They were. headed:

Dr. Carver word that the Crown Princess 
desired to see another exhibition of his skill 
on horseback. The Prince added that she had 
been very melancholy of late, and that the 
shooting seemed to arouse her. He hoped 
that Dr. Carver would oblige him. The Doc- 
tor took the train for Potsdam yesterday. The 
royal carriage was waiting for him at the de- 
pot. Servants took charge of his — and 
bis horse Muldoon, a gift from the Prince of 
Wales. The exhibition was given on & 
grassy lawn. A dozen chairs were 
brought out for the Crown Princess 
and attending ladies, and the Crown 
Prince and gentlemen took positions behind 
them. The Crown Prineess is a short, .fat 
woman, about forty years old. She has a 
round, red face and nice, white teeth. She 
wore a black and gray plaid cambric suit,a 
black chip bonnet, and dark gloves. She was 
very pleasant, and freely conversed with Dr. 
Carver. The Doctor's wife accompanied him. 
She is a sister of Lawyer Hugh Daily, of New 
Haven. Their courtship was romantic. Mrs. 
Carver’s brother. John Daily, was a San 
Francisco stock broker. When Dr. Carver 
left the plains and began to give exhibitions 
of his marvelous skill, he went to San Fran- 
cisco. John Dailey befriended him. 
Dailey was afterwards shot and killed 
by a street loafer. His body was 
taken to New Haven and placed in the family 
burial plot. When Dr. Carver came East, a 
vear or two later, he went to New Haven to 

rocure Winchester rifles for fancy shooting. 

e. visited the grave of his friend, John 
Dailey. As he approached it he saw a young 
lady planting flowers on the grave. She was 
the sister of his friend. They entered into 
conversation, and, before he had discovered 
ber relationship to his dead friend, he had 
fallen in lore with her. They were married 
within a year, and she accompanied him to 
Europe. 

While shooting before the Crown Princess 
the Doctor wore a short velvet jacket. A 
wide-brimmed white sombrero snaded his 
eyes fromthe sun. His wife wore a similar 
jacket and hat. The hat was adorned with a 
long plume. White satin programmes were 
used, with the following heading:

The exhibition included shooting with rifle 
and shotgun at flying and stationary objects 
on foot and on horseback, shooting with the 
bow and arrow and throwing the lasso. It 
was very interesting and exciting. The 
Crown Prince presented Dr. Carver with a 
valuable scarf-pin. It bore the monogram of 
Frederick and Victoria surmounted with a 
crown. It was of rich, yellow gold, set with 
diamonds and rubies. The visitors break- 
— in the sitting-room of Frederick the 
reat. 

The people here are amazed at the Doctor’s 
skill with the rifle, and the unusual attentions 
that he bas received from royalty have added 
to his prestige.

CAYUGA LAKE’S BOTTOM. 


A Theory Showing Why Drowned Bod- 
ies Cannot be Recovered Therefrom. 
From the Elmira Free Press. | 

Over in Ithaca they have begun to call Lake 
Cayuga a graveyard that answers for nearly 
the whole of Tompkins county,a graveyard 
that digs itsown graves. This, because 80 
many within the past few years bave lost their 
lives there. A gentleman well known in 
Ithaca bas carefully mapped out the bottom 
of thelake, anditis not all theory, either. 
He says it is rough and broken, that all over 
it are large cavities or basins of varying size 
and depth, and that around each basin there 
is an elevated ridge that completely encircles 
it, as the rim of a pan encircles that. He does 
not doubt that the chest containing the bodies 
of Mrs. Ruloffand childis to-day in one of 
these basins, as well as the anatomy of fully 
A0 persons who have been drowned between 
Ithaca and Ludlowville in the past forty 
years. This gentleman, on these grounds, 
contended that the body of young Baker, who 
was drowned on Sunday a week ago, would 
not be recovered. He reported his discover- 
ies to the persons baving in charge the drag- 
ging of the lake and they have ceased their 
operations in that direction. In bis examina- 
tion of the lake the gentleman made a number 
of discoveries relating to geology and under- 
ground temperature. The water that he ob- 
tained from a depth of 300 feet he says disen- 
gages carbonic acid and also nitrogen, sul- 
pbhuretted hydrogen and a small quantity of 
fixed substances, chiefly sulphates and car- 
bonates of potash, soda, lime and magnesia.

THE SURRATT EXECUTION. 


What Gen. Hancock Did in the Matter—The 
Action of President Johnson, 


|} Correspondence of the Engutrer. | 

INDIANAPOLIS, July 12, 1880.—Gen. Hancock 
and Mrs. Surratt are occupying a great deal of 
the public attention just now, which makes it 
proper for me to chip in my little stock of in- 
formation on the subject. At the time ofthe 
trial of the conspirators I wason duty at Wash- 
ington, my duty being to examine the news- 
papers which came to the Executive Office and 
clip out all matter bearing upon the Adminis- 
tration, and to answer a certain class ot 
private personal letters written to the Presi- 
dent. From firet to last I think I heard as 
much about the incidents of the trial as 
any one, sotar as it related to officials who 
acted upon the case. Before the tril began 
Hon. Tom Corwin, Hon. Preston King, of New 
York, Hon. Dan Mace, of Indiana,and Judge 
S. P. Chase called on Mr. Johnson while he 
was living in the house of Gen. Banks (Mrs. 
Lincoln still being in the White House), 
and asked him to have the trial delayed for a 
little time, with the hope thatthe same result 
might be reached by a civil trial. Mr. Stan- 
ton, Judge Holt, and, I think, Mr. Browning, 
of Illinois, were also present. It is my recol- 
lection that Mr. Chase and Mr. Browning came 
in together. Allof the gentlemen questioned 
the propriety ot a military trial, except Stan- 
ton and Holt. President Johnson listened to 
their remarks On the subject for atime, and 
then, addressing bimself to Mr. Chase, said: 

„leu seem soanxious for acivil trial of 
somebody connected with the rebeilion that 1 
will give you achance at Mr. Davis. But in 
the case of these conspirators I think they 
should be tried by the shortest way which will 
insure justice. If not guilty they can prove 
themselves so just as well before a military as 
a civil court, and if the evidence does not con- 
vict and thecourt does, the Executive can 
suspend the execution of their sentence. 

I remember that Mr. Mace said that it would 
be a pleasing tning if, after having suppressed 
a great rebellion, we should be able (o go 
along without takingthe lifeof any person 
engaged in it. Mr. Johnson answered this 
with the remark that the men wno had risked 
their lives thatthe Government might live were 
entitled to a greater recognition tor their ser- 
vicesthan the discharge ot people who were 
parties to the murder of the Chief Executive. 

When the Court ended its work, which it did 
by a majority urging Executive clemency for 
Mrs. Surratt, the whole case was in the hands 
of Mr. Johnson. The public had read the 
evidence in the case, and no question was en- 
tertained by any one of the guilt of the woman 
or the poor tools of hers who were condemned 
to die with her. The execution of the con- 
spirators came along asthe sequence of the 
trial. Gen. Hancock, as Department Com- 
mander, was charged in a general way with 
carrying out the order. Isaw him often, and 
whileI suppose he felt as every one else did, a 
regret that any one had to be hung by the mil- 
itary, he never showed the least desire to 
evade the responsibility of the execution. 
The story that he had military relays from the 
Arsenal to the White House is a lie. The tele 
graph from the War Department covered the 
ground, and beside that Gen. Hancock was 
told by President Johnson at eight o' clock in 
the morning that the execution must goon. 
Had Gen. Hancock refused to obey the order to 
hang Mrs. Surratt he could not have lived an 
hour in Washington, but it is injustice 
to him to suppose that he ever thoaght of such 
a thing. The story that he said he would 
rather fight a battle than carry out the sen- 
tence is of a piece with the relays of couriers 
story. The General was on hand and saw that 
the order was Carried out, and that the execu- 
tion was conducted with as much regard for 
the feelings of the prisoners and their 
friends as it was possible to have done, con- 
sidering that the result wasthe death ot the 
parties. I witnessed the execution, and know 
that it was solemn enough, but no one ques- 
tioned ite justice then, nor dol thiak the opin- 
ion of any one has changed since. If Gen. 
Hancock had not been nominated, nothing 
would bave been saidon the subject. Itis 
greatly to the credit of Gen. Hancock that he 
had the nerve and respect for the law to carry 
out the order of execution. Arguing from 
what I saw of him during that affair, I would 
say that he would be a safe and reliable Exec- 
utive, because he would execute the law with- 
out question. Such amanis safer than one 
who would execute only such parts of the law 
as pleased him. General Hancock recognizes 
Congress as the law-making power, and 
would, no doubt, if elected President, obey its 
commands, JAYHAWKER.

A Soldier’s Plea for Hancock. 

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
St. Louis, July 12, 1880. 
I, who have never voted the Demoeratic 
ticket but once (in 1876), have some reasons 
for preferring Hancock to Garfield which are 
to me conclusive: . 
He was one of the most gallant soldiers of 
the late war, only equaled in his bravery and 
confidence inthe men heled by Phil Kear- 
ney, McPherson and Sheridan. 
He was the only one who when the war was 
over recognized the fact, and epdeavored to 
restore to the people over whom he was called | 
to rule all their legal rights under the Consti- 
tution as amended. He did not recognize 
secession or secessionists; he only wished to 
give the people the right of self-government 
and pledged the aid of the military in enfore- 
ing the laws when the State authorities found 
themselves unequal to the task. 
I was one of the few who guarded the scat - 
fold whereon were executed the assassination

‘Mrs. Surratt being denied the last rites 
of her church, the execution was 
delayed for some time to give the 


two priests who accompanied her time to pre- 
pare the unfortunate woman for her fate. I 
say unfortunate only in the light of recent de- 
velepments. I believed then, as I believe 
now, that sex should be no excuse for the 
commission of crime, and that a woman who 
commits murder is deserving of and should 
receive the same punishment as one of the 
opposite sex. Her sons, or at least one af 
them, might by his evidence have saved his 
mother’s life, but, poltroon that he was, fled 
and left ber to die through his cowardice. He 
it is who lately, to attract attention from his 
own baseness, instigated the attack on General 
Hancoek as lacking in feeling and acting bru- 
tally toward Mrs. Surratt. General Hancock 
had nothing whatever to do with the sentence 
of this woman (and here lies all the injustice, 
if any there be), but as asoldier obeyed the 
orders given him by those higher in rank. 
He tempered justice with mercy as far as it 
was in his power. 

Winfield S. Hancock , unlike some of our 


Generals who have risen higher in rank,never 
asked his soldiers to lead: he asked them to 


follow him. Never did a General more fully 
possess the confidence of his men. They al- 
ways knew thatunder him a battle meant 
death to many of them, but they also knew 
that it meant success to the cause for which 
they imperiled their lives. 

All his battletields added to his honor. No 
blunders, no surprises, but desperate, gallant 
fighting characterized them. 

And when the last armed foe laid down his 
arms, Haacock, like the chivalrous spirit that 
he is, added nothing to their burdens, but 
bade them only “obey the laws.“ | 

Is not his history one cf which every Amer- 
ican should be proud? Is there any one who 
doubts that in the White House he would act 
as he has always acted—fearless in his con- 
victions of right?

The Power of Legislatures to Appoint 
Electers. 

Sr. Louis, July 11, 1880. 
To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 
The power and patronage of the President 
of the United States is becoming so vast that 
his election is absorbing all other political con- 
siderations. The framers of the Government 
antic] pted this and endeavored to provide for 
his electionso as to prevent intrigue and 
corruption, and also prevent revolution from 
violent and popular excitement and party 
passion. The Constitution provides that 
each State shall appoint, in such manner as 
the Legislature thereof may direct, a number 
ofelectors equal to the whole number of 
Senators and Representatives to which the 
State may be entitled in the Congress.“ 
(Sec. 1, Art. 2.) The correct construction 
of this provison of the Constitution is now a 
uestion of vitalimportance. It will be seen 

at it is the States that appoint the electors. 
This is too plain to be questioned. 
Then how are they to be appointed “in such 
a manner asthe Legislature thereof may di- 
rect?’? The framers of the Constitution un- 
derstood and were more careful in the use of 
language than any body of men that have ever 
lived. It is the briefest and most comprehen- 
sive instrument that was ever made. The 
legislature shall direct the manner—the plain 
construction of this is that the Legislature 
by law shall provide the machinery and di- 
rect the manner of their appointment. This 
has been the construction that every State in 
the United States has put on the provision. 
There is not a State in the 
Union that has not passed laws providing 
the manner in which the electors shail be 9 
inted. It is clear that no elector can be

Here the clear pow- 
er is given to the lature. The provision is 
‘*The Senate of the United States shall be com 
pons of two Senators from each State chosen 
vy the Legislature thereof.’’ Here the power 
to do a certain act is vested 
by clear language in the legislatures. Now if 
the framers of the Constitution had intended 
that the legislatures should choose the electors 
they would have not provided that they 
should be appointed for the State in such 
manner as the Legislature should direct. 
Neither do Itbink that the Legislature can 
direct the manner by which they can vest 
themselves with the power to appoint the 
electors. They may point out or direct the 
manner by which the Governor, the judges or 
the people may appoint the electors, but they 
can not constitute themselves a power to ap-

Where is That Brief? 
From the Chicago Times. | 
Gen. Garfield admits the loan of $5,000 trom 
De Golyer & McCielland, through Dick Par- 
sons, but he indignantly denies that it was a 
bribe. Why was he paid so much, tor it was 
a large fee to the best of lawyers for the hard- 
estof work? Chittenden was interested with 
De Golyer & McClelland in the paving contract 
obtained tor them by Garfield, but was never 
able to make good that interest because, while 
admitting bis service, the firm formerly plead- 
ec that,the contract having been obtained bya 
bribe, it was contrary to public morals. This 
Chittenden avows that the amount was paid, 
not for the services of lawyer Garfield, neith- 
er for those of Congressman Garfield, except 
in so far as be was chairman of the Committee 
on Appropriations. Garfield says it was for 
downright hard work, he having exam- 
ined some torty different kinds of pavement, 
and mace a written brief showing the value of 
the ‘‘ironizing’’ process above all others. The 
Nation, without seeing the brief, thinks the 
work upon it worth the fée. But where is the 
brief? How long was it? How lucid and oon 
vincing? The document is not filed among the 
records of the District of Columbia. It does 
not seem to be in existence. It was never read 
to the Board of the District, and never filed for 
reading. Unless there was some labor upon 
this brief, the fee was obviously for the pur. 
chase of the Congressman’s influence; for a 
mere statement to Shepherd was nota protes- 
sional service worth $5,000. Garfield claimed 
that he wrote the brief. But what became of it? 
Was it written merely for the purpose of formal 
labor for a fee. Cross-questioned before the 
Committee on the Real Estate Pool, by Mr. 
Nickerson, who owned theironizing process. 
General Garfield was asked: ‘‘Did you file 
with the Board of Public Works of this Dis- 
trict a briet or opinion, written, printed or 
other, upon the subject of the De Golyer pave- 
ment?’’

Garfield’s Great Popularity. 
From the Cincinnati Enquirer. } 

In 1872 Gen. Garfield received 19,189 votes 
in bis Congressional district, which then, as 
now, was composed ofthe counties of Ash- 
tabula, Geauga, Lake, Portage and Trumbull. 
His opponent received 8,245 votes. Garfield’s 
majority was 10,944. In 1874 Garfield’s ma- 
jority was reduced to 2,526—a loss of 8,418 in 
the majority ina single Congressional dis- 
trict. In 1876 Garfield’s majority was 8,632. 
This wasthe Presidential year, when the Re- 
publicans ofthe Western Reserve were im- 
pressed into the service, and induced to over- 
look some developed factsinthe life ot Mr. 
Garfield. But here wasaloss in Garfield’s 
wajority in the district of 2,312. 

In 1878, the year of the last Congressional 
election, Garfield’s majority was 6,350, a loss 
of 4,594 from the splendid majority he re- 
ceived eight years ago. These are the losses 
which the name and candidacy of General Gar- 
field have inflicted on the Republican party in 
one-twentieth of the State of Ohio. He has 
never beer a candidate for any office before the 
people of the State.

In euch of these elections since 1872 Garfield 
has not only diminished his previous majority 
and vote, but his votes and majorities have 
fallen largely behind the votes and majorities 
of his partyin the same elections.
